37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Hitching and the Examiner discussed claim 1 , specifically the 
claim limitation "at least one of said preselected opcode bit of said first external format is a common opcode bit which is 
also one of said preselected opcode bits of said second external format". First, it was established that the Applicant's 
invention was for translating two separate external instruction formats into a separate internal instruction format. 
However, the MIPS art cited translates one set of external instructions into another set of external instructions, which is 
also the set of internal instructions. This is one distinction over the prior art of record that the Examiner felt was not 
distinctly claimed. The "common opcode bit" is also not clearly understood in the claim language. A common opcode 
bit can be interpreted as any bit in the opcodes of the two instructions sets that are alike, i.e. the instructions have in 
common. However, the Applicant's meaning of "common opcode bit" is slightly different from that general 
interpretation. The Examiner feels that if the language is clarified with regards to the "common opcode bit", then the 
MIPS reference could be overcome. The Examiner encourages Applicant's representative to contact her should there 
be any more questions regarding the art rejection and/or interpretation of the language in the claim. 
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
